AN INTERESTING QUESTION. 


A Soldier has no Rights to be Re- 
spected—A Heavy Docu- 
“Se ment. 


WasHINGTon, June 19.—Some days 
ago Representative Negley’s bill for the 
better protection of life and property on 
steamboats was rejected in the Senate 
by the Committee on Commerce, but the 
vote was recently reconsidered and the 
bill to-day was reported favorably to the 
Senate, but it is probable that the bill will 
over till next session for want of time 
to act on it. 

The House Committee on Commerce 
have appointed a subcommittee, with 
Mr. Negley as chairman, to report at the 
next session a system of ocean courses 
for outgoing and incoming vessels. A 
correspondence has been opened with 
shipowners and undcrwritersof foreign 
countries with a view to an international 
system. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—The Secre- 
tary of War, in response to a resolution 
of the House, gives his reasons for issu- 
ing army order No. 32. He quotes from 
the judicial decisions and laws of Con- 
gress, arguing therefrom that the consti- 
tutional right of the people peaceably to 
assemble and petition the government for 
redress of grievanees, has no application 
to the military service, because Congress 
has provided in the 84th and 35th articles 
of war exactly how far an officcr may 
obtain redress by individual application 
through certain military channels ; and 
should oflicers or soldiers try to a- 
semble with the view to make @ 
joint petition or application, 
such conduct would be amilitary offence, 
liable either as sedition or as conduct to 
the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline. It would strike at the root of 
discipline. Correspondence on official 
matters must be conducted through 
proper ofticial channels, except in cases 
of pressing necessity. The endeavor of 
any officer or soldier of his own,motion 
to address Congress, or either House, 
or its members, soliciting, suggesting, 
or recommending aetion for or against 
military affairs concerning the whole 
army, is liable to be detrimental to the 
yublic service and disrespectful to the 

resident; therefore, the order provides 
that all petitions to Congress, by officers, 
relative to subjects of a military clarac- 
ter shall be communicated to the General 
of the Army and Secretary of War for 
their action and transmitted in view of 
explicit and peremptory laws, The Sec- 
retary of War says he has invariably re- 
tusell permission to any army officer to 
act as agent or attorney for e! individual 
or the prosecution of any claim against 
the United States, or any claim in which 
the United States is a party. ‘The officér 
who, if recommended by.a retiring board 
to be wholly retired from service, ceases, 
on the approval of the President, to be 
connected with the public service.

THE COKFLICT BETWEEN THE MILITARY 
AND MUNICIPAL AUTHORITIES. 


Satt Lake, Uran, June 16.—The fol- 
lowing was delivered here to-day by the 
Supreme Court of Utah, in the case of 
the contest between the civil and military 
authorities: ! : 

That a soldier of the National army 
can be demanded by and surrendered to 
the civil authorities to be tried and pun- 
ished by them, only when he is charged 
with an offense in time of peace, such as 
| as is punishable by the known laws of the 
-land—that is, by the law of the United 
State or a State or Territory; that a city, 
by law or ordinance, is not in this sense 
a known law of the land, but that, a sol- 
dier when off duty violates the ordinance 
of Sait Lake forbidding drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct, may in the ab- 
sence of the provost guard, be ar- 
rested in the act and restrained by 
the civil authorities, but may not be tricd 
or punished by thems; that in case of 
such arrest and restraint, it is the duty of 
the authorities to deliver over such soldier 
to the military, on the demand of the 
latter, and the duty of the military to 
enforce against him the law forbid- 
ding such offense; that if the civil 
authorities, after arresting the offender, 
refuse to deliver him over on such de- 
mand, or proceed to try and punish, the 
military authorities may take him by 
force; that if, instead of resorting to 
force, the military present a petition to a 
Federal Court or Judge in the territory, 
the prisoner must be ct ag by a ha- 
beas corpus.— Courier-Journal.
